They joined the Southeastern 
Ohio Colt Assn. to bring better quality 
harness racing to the fair.

Last Jan u a ry when the board 
reached the decision to hold stake 
races, they had no idea how many 
more horses would be coming to the 
fair. Until the Wellston fair, the first on 
the Southeastern Colt Circuit, they 
could not accurately estim ate the 
number of additional horses that would 
be coming here.

2nd Impeachment Vote Set 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A second 
im peachm ent 
artic le 
accusing 
P resident Nixon of violating the 
Constitution and his oath of office was 
drafted today by a bipartisan group 
which seemed certain to obtain its ap­ 
proval in the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee. 
The panel recommended Saturday to 
the House of Representatives that 
Nixon be impeached for the W atergate 
cover-up. 
Debate on the second proposed 
article was delayed somewhat as 
drafting continued. Committee leaders 
were expected to press for a final vote 
by evening. 
The redrafted second article was to 
tx? presented to the committee by Rep. 
William L. Hungate, D-Mo. It included 
five itemized charges and a conclusion 
that. 
“ In all of this Richard M. Nixon has 
acted in a manner contrary to his trust 
as President and subversive of con­ 
stitutional government to the great 
prejudice of the cause of law and 
justice and to the manifest injury of 
the people of the United States.” 
The five charges were that Nixon. 
—Acted 
personally 
and 
through 
subordinates to get confidential in­ 
com e tax inform ation from the 
Internal Revenue Service. 
— M isused the FBI and S ecret 
Service by directing or authorizing 
them to w iretap for purposes unrelated 
to national security. 
—Established the so-called Plum­ 
bers unit “financed in part with money 
derived from campaign contributions 


which 
unlawfully 
utilized the 
re­ 
sources of the Central Intelligence 
Agency." 
—“Failed to take care that the laws 
were faithfully executed by failing to 
act when he knew or had reason to 
know that his close subordinates en­ 
deavored to impede or frustrate lawful 
inquiries 
by 
duly 
constituted 
executive, judicial 
and 
legislative 
entities concerning the unlawful entry 
into 
the 
h ead q u arters 
of 
the 
Democratic National Committee.” 
—Misused executive power by in­ 
terfering with the FBI, Watergate 
special prosecutor, criminal division 
of the Department of Justice, and CIA 
“in order corruptly to impede the due 
and proper administration of justice.” 
D em ocrats 
had 
not 
reached 
agreement Sunday on what specifics to 
include in the second proposed article. 
But the compromise emerged today 
before the scheduled 10:30 a.m . 
opening time for the committee’s 
nationally broadcast public debate.

Texas Hostage Flees As Showdown Nears 


HUNTSVILLE, Tex. (AP) - One of 
15 hostages held by three armed 
convicts leaped through a glass door in 
a state prison building and escaped his 
captors today, officials reported. 


They identified the escapee as Henry 
Escam illa, 40, one of four fellow in­ 
m ates held captive since the hostages 
were taken nearly five days ago in the 
Texas State Prison. 


Authorities said Escamilla suffered 
severe cuts around his head and 
shoulders, and was taken to a hospital 
semiconscious and bleeding heavily. 
Escam illa’s predawn dash from the 
education 
building 
inside 
the 
penitentiary was made during the 
overnight lull in negotiations between 
prison officials and the arm ed con­ 
victs, whose ringleader had said their 


standolt could end today in freedom 
for the rebels. 
But Ron Taylor, a spokesman for the 
Texas Department of Corrections, told 
newsmen as negotiations with the 
convicts recessed Sunday night, “ No 
decision 
has been made on 
any 
release.” Talks were to resume at 8 
a.m . today. 


Fred Gomez Carrasco, who leads the 
three inmates holding the hostages iii 
the third-floor library of the prison, 
had told newsmen earlier Sunday eve­ 
ning by telephone that “things are 
looking up.” 


“ I believe we w ill conclude this in a 
few hours,” Carrasco said. “ If not 
provoked tonight, I believe tomorrow 
will be the day of release.” 
But Taylor said, “ Negotiations have 


not changed. We have not received any 
additional demands. I think serious ne­ 
gotiations are ahead." 


Carrasco, a former kingpin of illegal 
drug traffic in South 
Texas and 
Mexico, has indicated he wanted to 
take four hostages with him to Cuba, 
and he spoke to newsmen on Sunday 
night of Cuban leader Fidel Castro. 


“ I believe it I do have an opportunity 
to communicate with him (Castro' by 
telephone, I do believe the man will 
give me refuge,” Carrasco said in his 
thick Latin accent. 
Taylor said prison officials planned 
to comply with Carrasco’s request that 
new sm en 
be 
granted 
no 
m ore 
telephone interviews with the rebel 
leader. As for the two days of constant 
news interviews w ith Carrasco and the 


hostages, Taylor said: 
“Quite frankly we didn’t feel we 
could afford not to grant these requests 
for the hostages’ sake. It would have 
been just too dangerous not to ....” 


He added, “ ... we have avoided 
death for any of the hostages for the 
period of time those interviews were 
going on.” 


The hostages include four other 
convicts; nine school teachers and 
librarians; the Rev. Joseph O'Brien, a 
Roman Catholic priest who is the pris­ 
on chaplain; and a prison guard. All 
except Father O’Brien have been with 
the rebels since Wednesday. 
Father O’Brien has been in the 
library since Thursday when he went 
there to negotiate with the rebels

remaining with the rebels voluntarily. 
The rebels have freed two persons, a 
wounded guard and a teacher who 
suffered a heart attack. One of the 
teach ers 
still 
being 
held, 
Hon 
Robinson, 
was

shoulder last Thursday. 
Prison officials have delivered to the 
rebels at Carrasco’s demand three 
w alkie-talkies, civilian clothes and two 
bulletproof helmets. 
The rebels also have demanded 
bullet-proof vests, three automatic 
rifles and ammunition. 
Liw enforcement authorities were 
also looking for Carrasco’s w ife, Rosa, 
but Carrasco said “anyone who tried to 
get in touch with my wife or mother 
finds it will be to no avail. Even if my 
mother comes and gets down on her 
knees.” 


The compromise did not include any 
mention of contempt of Congress for 
refusal to supply subpoenaed tape 
recordings. 
That now was expected to be taken 
up in a proposed third article. 
Chairman Peter W. Rodino, D-N.J., 
hoped to get a vote on the second a r­ 
ticle by the end of the day. 
No m atter how the remaining ar­ 
ticles fare, a House vote on whether 
Nixon should stand trial in the Senate 
was assured by Saturday’s 27-11 vote 
to recommend impeachment. 
Six of the committee’s 
17 
Re­ 
publicans joined all 21 Democrats in 
voting for Article I, and Democrats 
working for bipartisan support of 
Article II think as many as seven Re­ 
publicans may support it. 
Rep. M. Caldwell Butler, R-Va., one 
of the six, sees the 35 per cent support 
for impeachment among committee 
Republicans holding up on the House 
floor, which would mean about 65 
Republican votes when the House acts 
on the committee’s recommendation 
about Aug. 23. 
With Southern Democrats in the 
House expected to be influenced by the 
votes for Article I cast by their three 
colleagues on the committee, a sub­ 
stantial majority of the House appears 
likely to support impeachment. If a 
House majority impeaches Nixon, a 
Senate trial then would determine 
whether he should be removed from 
office. 
Impeachment by the House requires 
only a majority vote. Conviction in the 
Senate would require a two-thirds 
vote.

Soybean Nitrogen Key To Future? 


YELLOW SPRINGS, Ohio (AP) - 
Scientists at the Charles F. Kettering 
Research laboratory are looking for a 
solution to the world food crisis. They 
think they may find one in the soybean. 


It is not because of the soybean’s 
protein content, but because it is a 
legume, a type of plant that can con­ 
vert or “fix” nitrogen from the air into 
a form usable as a plant nutrient. 
Value Of Farmland 
Shows Big Boost 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 'Die value of 
American farmland rose a record 25 
per cent for the year that ended March 
I, and rents on farmland also rose at a 
record rate, a detailed study of farm 
real estate shows. 
The annual analysis of the March-to- 
March real estate picture by the 
Economic Research Service showed 
rents on pastures up 16 per cent, w ith a 
decline expected by next March’s 
report. 
Boosts in net farm income in 1973 bid 
up the rents on cropland but, again, 
declines in income this year are ex­ 
pected to bring them down. The in­ 
creases ranged from 13 per cent more 
in Michigan to 50 per cent in North 
Dakota. 
R ents nationw ide for pasturing 
cattle on private land averaged $4.95 
per head per month on March I. That 
rate of gain was even sharper in the 
western states, where rents rose more 
than 27 per cent to $5.82 a head a 
month. 


The pasture rent buildup was a 
reflection of ballooning demand during 
the 1960s and early 1970s for red meat 
that pushed up livestock prices until 
last year’s peak, the report said. 


rile slide in prices since last fall and 
the readjustm ents in the livestock 
industry as it tries to recover a profit 
situation are expected to bring those 
rents down. 


On the cropland side, Iowa’s average 
rent of $57 an acre on land valued at 
$774 an acre topped all the states, the 
ERS said. 
All but two states reported rent hikes 
of at least 20 per cent, although land 
values increased less than 20 per cent 
in 17 states.

duplicate nature’s nitrogen fixation 
process in order to make nitrogen 
nutrients available at low cost and 
raise the world’s food output. 


With the price of fertilizer more than 
doubled in the past year, the energy 
shortage that limits fertilizer supply, a 
growing world population, environ­ 
mental concerns, climate changes and 
limited agricultural land, the world 
food supply is perceived as an increas­ 
ingly urgent problem. 


Scientists like Dr. William E. 
Newton of the laboratory are op­ 
timistic. 
“If I wasn’t, I guess I wouldn’t be 
here,” said the 35-year-old British- 
born chemist who came here five 
years ago after two years at Harvard. 
“I don’t suppose the answer is going 
to 
come 
in 
any 
one 
big 
breakthrough,”’ he said, “but rather 
in a series of small advances.” 
His particular interest is the 
chem istry of an enzyme called 
nitrogenase and the duplication of it 
synthetically in the laboratory. 
He said researchers have been able 
to isolate and crystalize the enzyme 
material, an advance that should lead 
to some insight into its structure. 
Another advance, he said, is the 
synthesis of a complex molecule that 
m im ics 
some 
of 
the 
chem ical 
characteristics of the enzyme. 
It may be something like getting 
several notches filed correctly on a 
key, he said. 
It won’t open the door, yet, but it 
does start to fit the tumblers.

Governors 
Give Views 
On Fuel Pinch

Midwest governors are displaying a 
wide array of views on possible fuel 
shortages next winter, but they seem 
united on one thing they say there has 
been a lack of information from the 
federal government. 


“ The Midwest governors and all 
governors are enormously concerned 
about both the shortrange and long- 
range problem,” 
said 
Gov. 
John 
Gilligan of Ohio. 


"We’re upset that the national ad­ 
ministration 
has 
not 
really 
done 
anything about a national energy 
policy or an apparatus to deal with the 
problem.” 


G illigan, 
a 
D em ocrat, 
says 
President Nixon has tried to say the 
problem is gone, but the Ohio governor 
says it isn’t so. 
“The people have to be told the truth, 
that we can survive, but it will take 
restrictions.” 
Gilligan says the problem will be 
most acute for states without energy 
resources. Such states must import 
most or all of their energy needs, 
whether it be electricity, oil or coal. 
“ We need a national policy and we 
don’t have it,” Gilligan said in an in­ 
terview. “That crowd that has been in 
there for six years hasn’t done any­ 
thing.” 
Energy problems will lie on the 
agenda of the Midwest Governors’ 
Conference Wednesday, including an 
address by the N ational Energy 
Administrator, John Sawhill.

One will be 
delivered later this year and another in 
1975. 
It took 5*2 years for Baird to make 
the deal, so he found great satisfaction 
when the keys to two DClOs were 
turned over to Capt. Carlos Homrich, 
chief pilot and director of operations 
for Vang. 
Baird, 45, directs the McDonnell 
Douglas sales program in Mexico and 
Central and South America. 
Since production of DClOs began in 
January 1969, he has sold eight of the 
$25 million aircraft, including two to 
Aeromexico and two to Viasa, the Ve­ 
nezuelan airline. He also sells DC9s 
and used airplanes. 
The DClO’s basic price is $19 million, 
but extras bring it up to $25 million. 
“ We don’t have one-cent sales or 
special deals if you buy a bunch," 
Baird said. 
"Every deal is different. No two 
airlines come up with the same DOO. 
The internal configuration — the 
seating arrangement, the galleys — 
the electronic 
gear, 
navigation 
equipment all are according to 
customer specification. 
“ Another 7 per cent to 20 per cent of 
the basic price is spent by airlines on 
stocking initial parts. Uke buying a 
car, by the tune you get done with the 


extras, the price is considerably 
higher than the basic price. 
"Only, of course, when you buy a car 
you don’t buy spare parts needed in the 
months and years ahead." 
Did Baird make a whopping com­ 
mission on the sale? No. He’s on 
straight salary.

I just can’t stop smoking. Do you 
have any suggestions for kicking the 
cigarette habit? 
Mr. C.F.T., Penna. 


Dear Mr. T.: 
Do you really want to stop smoking? 
It has been my observation that many 
people try to break the habit, and when 
unsuccessful, admit that they didn’t 
really want to. 
It takes a lot of determination and 
strong motivation to stop. There is 
universal agreement by all those who 
have given up cigarettes with that 
spirit of determination that it was not 
too difficult. 


Unfortunately, lots of smokers need 
a calamity like a heart attack, em­ 
physema, stroke, or other circulatory 
disease to force the issue of aban­ 
doning smoking. 
Almost everyone who has stopped 
smoking seems to have a pet theory for 
breaking the habit. Some insist that 
chewing licorice gum is the answer 
because it dulls the cigarette appetite 
and still provides chewing action. 
Others insist that carrying a 
"dummy" cigarette provides the hand 
action they feel is essential for their 
security. 
Some are able to stop by tapering off 
gradually, while others say the only 


"cold 
way is to stop abruptly 
turkey." 
Dr. Donald E. Olson, of the Health 
Department in Omaha, Neb., said 
"About IO years ago I began to be 
envious of people who didn’t smoke, 
particularly those who had stopped. A 
high school student asked me, ‘How 
can you expect young people to respect 
your leadership in health matters 
when they see you slowly destroying 
yourself with smoking?" 
"M y conscience bothered me and, on 
my way to a Public Health meeting, I 
threw my cigarettes away ‘cold 
turkey’ . .. and I was a two and a half 
packer a day." 
Dr. Leona M. Culp, of the Public 
Health Service in Maryland, said, 
"What worked for me was to defer the 
first cigarette of the day as long as I 
could. From day to day there was a 
degree of satisfaction in observing how 
many hours of each day could go by 
without a cigarette. It wasn’t easy, but 
it was a very satisfactory way of 
quitting." 
Those who have stopped smoking 
must be on guard for real or fancied 
crisis situations that will make them 
go back to smoking. 
Mr. T., have you noticed how many 
former smokers admit that they do not 
miss cigarettes at all?

Legislative Report 


By MYRL SHOEMAKER,

The House and Senate approved a 
conference committee report on the 
$123.8 m illion supplemental 
ap­ 
propriations bill. 
Approximately $45 m illion, the 
largest single appropriaton in the bill, 
has been allocated for state assistance 
to primary and secondary education. 
Every school district in Ohio will 
receive an additional $20 per student in 
state aid. The additional funds will 
probably be made available in a lump­ 
sum payment to each school district 
around October. 
About $22 million has been allocated 
for a graduated IO to 30 cent per hour 
pay raise for public employees which 
will take effect August I. 
The personal exemption amount 
allowed on the state income tax will be 
increased from the present $500 to $650 
per person. This provision will take 
effect for tax year 1975. 
Other major appropriations in the 
bill include: 
— $5.5 million for increased pension 
benefits for retired teachers and public 
employees. 
$2.1 million to subsidize trans­ 
portation costs of students enrolled in 
programs tor the trainable mentally 
retarded. 
— $2 million for free transportation 
for persons over 65 on mass transit 
during non-rush hours. 
The legislation will become law upon 
the Governor signing the measure. 


The 
House 
and 
Senate 
acted 
favorably this week on landlord-tenant 
legislation, establishing in Ohio law for 
the first time the rights and respon­ 
sibilities 
of 
both 
tenants 
and 
landlords. 
Obligations of the landlord include 
complying with all housing codes and 
keeping the premises in habitable 
condition. Tenants are required to 
keep the premises clean and not 
destroy or damage the property. 
Methods of enforcement against 
landlords or tenants who fail to live up 
to their obligations are enumerated in 
the bill. 
If a landlord fails to fulfill his 
obligations, a tenant is allowed to 
deposit his rent with a court until a 
decision is made on the complaint. 
Court costs would be deducted from 
that rent and a judge could make 
necessary mortgage payments for the 
landlord. 
A security deposit in excess of one- 
month’s rent will collect 5 per cent 
annual interest on the excess if the 
tenant is in possession of the premises 
for 6 months or more.

One steelmaker told the editors 
nearly 40 per cent of its largest ac­ 
counts wanted to sit down and discuss 
their coming steel requirements, 
product by product and plant by plant.

Demand for steel is reported so 
strong some mines are shipping their 
product without washing. Steel mills 
generally lack facilities for washing, 
so the material is burned dirty, 
producing more than normal ash 
which is bad for the coking process. 
Industry Week estimated that raw 
steel production in the week ending 
July 27 was 2,770,000 tons compared to 
2,786,000 net tons the week before. Pro­ 
duction has fallen below the 2.8-million 
tons mark in each of the last four 
weeks.

Ordination Of Women

Amid 
wide controversy, ll women are to be 
ordained Episcopal priests here today, 
the first of their sex to be given that 
clerical rank in the church’s history. 
The ceremonies at Philadelphia’s 
Church of the Advocate were set in 
defiance of the denomination’s long­ 
time practice and regulations. 
But in the view of the bishops con­ 
ducting the services 
as well as that 
of Philadelphia’s strongly disap­ 
proving Bishop Lyman Ogilby—the 
ordinations will stand as theologically 
valid, although irregular. 
The officiating bishops declared they 
were acting in obedience to the spirit of 
a risen Christ w ho summons believers 
to “ walk in newness of life’’ in seeking 
freedom, liberation and dignity. The 
bishops added: 
“ Hearing His command, we can 
heed no other.” 
Their course of action came in spite 
of a plea from the church’s presiding 
bishop, the Et. Rev. John M. Allin, that 
they abandon their rebel maneuver. 
The women become the first in the 


western world to be ordained through 
the so-called “ apostolic succession 
a chain of authority traced back to 
Jesus’ apostles by laying-on of hands 
from one generation to the next. 
This line is maintained in the Roman 
Catholic 
Eastern 
Orthodox 
and 
Anglican churches, of which the 3.1- 
million-member Episcopal Church is 
the American branch. 
Often called a "bridge church,” it 
embraces 
both 
Protestant 
and 
Catholic traditions. Ordaining women 
in it constitutes a historic break­ 
through in the male dominance of the 
priesthood. 
“ Our primary motivation is to begin 
to free priesthood from the boundage it 
suffers as long as it is characterized bv 
categorical exclusion of persons on the 
basis of sex,” says a joint statement by 
the ll women. 
The women, ranging in age from 27 
to 79, have completed their theological 
training. They’ve been serv ing as dea­ 
cons, 
a preliminary 
step to the 
priesthood. 
Most of the bishops of their home

dioceses, however, have warned that 
their ordinations would subject them 
to disciplinary action, either suspen­ 
sion from their work or prohibitions 
against filling any priestly role. 
Only priests can consecrate the 
elements at holy communion for the 
church’s central service of worship.

Detroit Lions 
officials, despite shock over the death 
from a heart attack Sunday of Coach 
Don McCafferty, met to select a 
successor for the soft-spoken National 
Football league veteran. 
"W e’ve got to get someone to run 
this program I ’ll decide tonight and 
announce it tomorrow,” General 
Manager Russ Thomas said Sunday. 
He said McCafferty’s death "was a 
Nhock and difficult to believe.” 
McCafferty, hired in January 1973 to 
iKKist the sagging fortunes of the Lions, 
collapsed while working in his yard 
during the morning. 
Despite almost immediate aid from 
t neighboring doctor, the 53-year-old 
former 
Baltimore 
coach 
never 
regained consciousness and died a few 
hours later at a Pontiac hospital. 
Striking Lions veterans, gathered at 
a hotel across the street, canceled 
their meeting when they learned of the 
tragedy. 
McCafferty, who captain and player 
representative Ed Flanagan called “ a 
players' coach,” had no record of 
heart trouble. Thomas said the coach 
passed his physical in May without a 
sign of heart trouble. 
His death is a serious loss to the 
sport, a serious loss to the town and a 
serious loss to our football team," 
Thomas said.

season’s first series cham­ 
pion when he won the final 
1974 race in the Sports Car 


Club of America’s Trans-Am 
circuit for small sedans and 
sports cars. 
While the Atlanta and Elk­ 
hart I .ake programs were 
trouble free, there was 
tragedy elsewhere. 
A motorcycle rider got in 


front of Parnelli Jones’ 
Bronco vehicle during an off- 
road race in Mexico and was 
killed. Race officials said the 
cyclist was going the wrong 
way on the trail. 
And at the Gibson County 


race track near Princeton, 
Ind., one man was killed and 
five others hurt when a stock 
car driven by Bill Lucas spun 
off the track. 
Petty got just over a lap 


down on the l l 2 mile Atlanta 
International Raceway when 
he ran into tire trouble. He 
was battling David Pearson, 
Cole Yarborough and Buddy
